Wounded Are Spartans. 


You get a thrill every time you see 
it—the Spartan spirit of the German 
wounded.

TEXT OF STRONG PROTEST 


Reply Considered Conciliatory, but, 
_ Not Entirely Satisfactory—Spain 
Reports Four Subjects Killed.

_WASHINGTON, March 11.—Secretary 
Bryan today sent another note to Gen- 
eral Carranza, but was unwilling tonight 
to state the character of the note or the 
subject with which it dealt. The pre- 
sumption here was that it was a@ Te- 
sponse to. Carranza’s note of March 9 
answering the strong representations of 
the United States Government of its in- 
creasegd concern over the situation in 
Mexico City and telling Carranza in plain 
words that is General Obregon‘ should 
evacuate Mexico City, leaving the popu- 
lation’ without protection, Carranza and 
Obregon would be held responsible for 
any violence’ against foreigners. 

The second note was dispatched 
quickly after the receipt of Carranza’'s 
reply, and the impression prevailed ,in 
diplomatic quarters that the United 
States had determined in advance to 
make representations for the unrestrict- 

panpage ‘of Americans and other 
a gners from Mexico City to Vera 

Sruz. 

Carranza's note. produced. no formal 
comment. 

In so far as it gave 
intention to protect fo ers ‘and their 
interésts,' it was r rded favorably. 
General Carranza’s denial that General 
Obregon had intended to incite the pop— 
ulation of Mexico City to riot or to 
prevent the entrance to the capital of 
food supplies; was followed, in the note 
which went forward today, by a request 
that if this were true, trains should be 
furnished to carry freight into the city. 
It was intimated -in one . responsible 
quarter tonight that today’s note prob- 
ably related to the. sisal hemp matter, 
eewing out of the embargo against 
the shipment of that product to this 
country. 

Sisal hemp is used in making Amer- 
ican binder twine and Yucatan is the 
chief source of supply. Unless this 
raw product is allowed to move to the 
United States, the binder twine industry 
will be seriously affected, the supply of

will be difficult. to harvest the great 
grain crop of the West this Summer, 
and grain wi'l rot.in the fields. 

This is a situation of staggering eco- 
nomic possibilities, so.much so.that Sec- 
retary. Houston of’ the Department of 
Agriculture and Secretary Redfield of 
the Department of Commerce have been 
Cco-0) ting with Secretary Bryan, who 
has been endeavoring to bring about an 
arrangement with Carranza for the re- 
moval of the embargo. 

The indications are that ‘the Carranza 
Government will not be averse to the 
removal of the embargo and the ‘ex- 
portation of the sisal hemp if. arrange- 
ments could be madé for the payment 
of the export duties on the basis of the 
value of the’ hemp.

HELD FOR $200,000 FRAUDS.

Stanchfteld; said that he.was prepared 
to call alienists and laymen -to -prove 
that Thaw was not actuated by criminal 
intend, but believed himself’ tobe sane,

“How can your honor say that Mr. 
Thaw when he believed himself to be 
sane was not justified io endeavoring 
to obtain his freedom?’”’ he asked. 

“He cannot,” said the Justice, “ sit 
as his own judge and jury and try his 

To give such a. decision is 
to aboliish law and justice..Do you con- 
tend. that one of the conserved rights 
of the inmates is to break out?” 

Mr. Stanchfield next argued that while 
Thaw's act was unlawful it was not 
criminal. While Thaw was insane in 
the eyes of the law, he said, there was 
no evidence ‘to show that he’ really was 
insane and he thought-he had the right 
to show that Thaw was sane. The court, 
however, clung to its ruling and argu- 
ment was ended, 


Court Discharges O’Keefe. 


Motions ‘for the dismissal of the in- 
dictment on the ground that no con- 
spiracy had been proved by the State 
were then made and Thaw’s counsel 
heard them denied, with no little satis- 


faction, as they feared such a move 
which would kill the chance of getting 
their client’on the stand. Justice Page 
decided to, consider O’Keefe’s case 
ei ong and discharged him. 

‘Ww it not fer the fact that this 
trial is “tn the Supreme’ Court of this 
State and before a Justice for whom I 
have the profoundést respect I would be 
tempted to call it a travesty on justice," 
said Mr, Stanchfield in his opening. ad- 
dress .at. the afternoon session. 

‘My. object before you twelve men is 
going.to be. to preve that if Mr. Thaw 
on Aug. 17, ‘1913, believed: himself to be 
sane his act was an act to promote the 
administration ‘of justice. It is not 
necessary for me to picture to you the 
suffering of a sane man confined in a 
madhouse,..and:.if.he believed: he was 
sane and that his further commitment 
would render him insane his act was in 
the furtherance of the law. The State, 
on the other hand, must prove that there 
was an unchangeable belief on the part 
of Thaw that he acted to obstruct jus- 
tice and pervert the law. 
Re What you must decide,” he said in 
closing,. ‘‘ was whether. Thaw believed 
he was committing a crime in walking 
out of Matteawan or acted in -self- 
preservaticen.”’ 
By calling Charles P. Bancroft, a 
member of the poe gh? 4 commission ap- 
pointed by the New Hampshire Federal 
Court in. December, 1913, to examine 
Thaw’ relative to the ‘question of bail, 
Mr..Stanchfield attempted again to get 
the issue of Thaw’s present mental con- 
dition before the jury, but the Justice 
remained firm. Mr. Stanchfield then an- 
nounced that he had present a number 
of alienists. among them -Dr. D. Percy 
Hickling of Washington, and asked if 
the same ruling would be givén as to 
their 9 gg, The Court replied that 
it would. Dr.’ Hickling’ was called, but 
such testimony as he was allowed to 
give proved of no value, and the other 
witnesses were excused. 
Sheriff Holman A. Drew ' of Coos 
County, N. H:, who was Thaw’s cus- 
todian in- New Hampshire, took the 
sane and. answered many questions as 
Haw’s acts while in his charge, 
but objection was made and sustained 
when he was asked if he believed Thaw 
to be rational.

He 
has kept us out of war with Mexico, 
he has restrained the hotheads: and 
ignored the mischief makers. 
It seems advisable, however, in 
view of the dark outlook, for the 
United States to enter onte more into 
an understanding with ‘the South 
American: republics; witha view to 
some. kind of concerted action in this 
Mexican matter. The situation may 
become unendurablie, and the’ néigh- 
bers of Mexico may have to inter- 
fere sooner or later. If interference 
of any sort can be avoided, so much 
the better. It is not our business how 
awkwardly the Mexicans proceed with 
the work of forming a popular.

Through «the ravaging. of imngense 
areas of crop-producing lands, the driv~ 
ing away of the péople that lived on 
them,and the dislocation of commefce, 
the food supplies for millions* of. non- 
combatants are so reduced that. the. ris- 
ing generation in several countries is 
impaired on. a scale never approached’ 
in'any previous war. 

In.any country which becomes the seat 
of war an -immense. destruction of: fixed 
capital is wrought; and at the same time 
the quick capital of-all the combatants, 
accumulated during generations, is 
thro into-the furnace of war and con- 
sumed unproductively. 

In. consequence ‘of the enormous size 
of the national armies and’ the with- 
drawal of the able-bodied. men from 
productive. industries, the industries 
and. commerce of the whole world are 
seriously interrupted, whence’ wide- 
spread, incalculable losses to mankind. 

These few months: of: war have em- 
phasized the interdependence. of-nations 
the world over with a stress never before 
equalled. Neutral nations far removed 
from Burope have felt keenly the ef- 
fects of the war on the industries and 
trades by which they lHve. Men see 
in this instance that whatever reduces 
the: buying and consuming: capacity of 
one nation will probably reduce also the 
producing and selling capacity of other 
nations; and that the gains of commerce 
and‘ trade are were metual, and 
not one-sided. 


All the contending. nations have is- 
sued huge loans which will . impose 
heavy burdens’ on future generations; 
and the yield of the. first. loans has 
already been spent or pledged. The 
first loan issued by the British Govern- 
ment was nearly ~twice, the . national 
and it is 
supposed that its proceeds will. be all 
spent before next Summer. Germany 
has ‘already spent $1,600,000,000 since the 
war broke out—all unproductively and 
most of it. for) destruction. .She. will 
soon have to isgue her second great 
loan. In short, the. waste’ and .ruin 
have been without. precedent, the. de- 
struction of wealth hasbeen enormous, 
and the .resylting. dislocations, of. | fi< 
hance, industries, and commerce will 
long afflict the coming generations in 
all the belligerent nations. - 

All the belligerent nations: have al- 
ready demonstrated ‘hat neither urbarf 
life, nor. the factory system, nor. yet 
corroding luxury has caused.in thém 
any physical or. moral deterioration 
which intérferes ‘with their fighting’ ca- 
pacity. The seldiérs of these civilized 
peoples. are just as ready for hand-to- 
hand encounters with cold’ steel as any 
barbarians or savages have ever been 
The primitive combative: instinets ?e- 
main in full force and can be brought 
into play by all the belligerents with 
facility.

THE MUSICAL ART SOCIETY. 


Ancient and Modern Music at Sec- 
ond Concert of 22d Season. 


The MuSical Art Society ended its 
twenty-second season last evening with 
a concert ‘in Carnegie Hall which, like 
most of Spring concerts of the society, 
brought forward music of the old eccle- 
siastical styles largely relating to the 
season of Lent. .There were also modern 
‘part songs, ih Which thé folksong ele- 
ment was prominent, and a double 
chorus extremely interesting from a his- 
torical- point” of view, “by . Giovanni 
Gabrieli .The first group of churchly 





Palestrina,. in which tlre intoning ‘of 
a chanter js answered by the chorus; a 
motet, *‘ Jesu duleis Memoria,’’ by Vic- 
toria, of the same school; a “Crucifixus” 
for eight voices, by Antonio Lotti, dat- 
ing a century and a half later, and mod- 
ern hymns ‘by Gustav. Schreck, one of 
Bach’s ‘successors. as cantor of St. 
Thomas’s Church, in Leipsic, and by 
Sergei Rachmaninoff, the Russian com- 
poser, wno visited New York a few years 
ago. 

The composition by Giovanni Gabrieli, 
organist of St. Mark’s Church in Venice, 
an innovator, “In Ecclesiis,’’ is notable 
as one of the earliest attempts-to unite 
the, orchestra with choral singing. It 
is written. for a chorus of the usual four 
voices and another of a single soprano, 
alto, and two tenors, and six _instru- 
ments—a Viol two mes, and 
three ‘* cornetti,’’ obsolete wooden. in- 
struments, which were reareneared on 
this ‘occasion by trumpets with 
tied around the bells. o great m 
nosten of. the trumpet tone was gained, 

however... The music had an-archaic an 
tentative effect, very. different from the 
assured and perfected style of the older 
composers heard in the preceding. num- 
bers, which’ Gabrieli was trying to sup- 
plant. It therefore made much less im- 
pression upon the mniodern. listeners; 
but for those who.wished to look beyond 
the immediate pleasing of the..¢ar it 
was. extfemely interesting. 

The modern pieces included a, chorus 
by Grieg called a *‘ psalm,’’ (though fot 
derived from the Hebrew psalms of the 
ld Testament,) based on old Norwegian 
church melodies.

A special meeting of the Directors of 
the United States Steel.Corporation will 
be held next Tuesday to consider the 
reduction of the board from. twenty~- 
four to eighteen. If a quorum can be 
obtained and the plan is adopted, it 
will necessitate the dropping of only 
one of the present Directors, as there 
are now five vacancies. The Director 
whose resignation will be accepted has 
been inaetive ih the affairs of the cor- 
poration for some time, The most re- 
cent vacancies were caused by the 
deaths of Norman B. Ream and Gard- 
iner M. Lane. 

The change probably will result in & 
reduction of two in the Finance Com- 
mittee; which how consists of seven 
members in addition to Chairman DB. 
H. Gray and President James A. Far- 
reli, 

One reason for the proposed change 
is the difficulty of obtaining 4 
quorum with so large a. board a8 
twenty-four, which has been consider- 
able on several occasions. Another is 
found in the provisions of the Clayton 
act rendering ‘t difficult to fill the va~ 
eancies with new men of ‘sufficient 
calibre Who would not become inell- 
gible within the next two years. For 
the same reason it is not unlikely that 
further changes will be made later 
in the personnel of the board.
